Claims 1-18 were originally filed and presently stand rejected on various 
102 and 103 grounds. By this paper, and without acquiescence in the groxmds 
of the rejection, claims 1-2, 6-7, 15 and 18 are being amended to clarify the 
subject matter being claimed.
